/A spokesman for the F.B.I.j 
would not say whether the 
agency was formally investi- 
gating the apparently identical 
fetters but did say, “The F.B.I. 
does have information of the! 
letters and are handling it." 

The five Governors said Sat- 
urday they had received mime- 
ographedletters signed bvJFieldJ 
Marshal ®Cinque, the name 1 
giv^ThTtRS^a^r of the kid- 
nappers, who call themselves 
the Symbionese Liberation 
Army.

fver the weekend, five New 
England governors said they 
had received letters purport- 
edly from the SLA. Those let- 
ters, like the one to Church, 
were similar to the last SLA 
communication to the Hearsts. 

In San Francisco yesterday, 
Miss Hearst’s kidnapers ig- 
nored a weekend- pleai from 
her parents that their daugh- 
te r bp allow ed to sej 
or Lapti recording to 
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At 10:00 a. m. today Director Kelley called. He advised he 
had just received a call from the Attorney General (AG). The AG stated 
that a "bunch” of Governors had reportedly recently received threats 
by the Symbionese Liberation Army (SLA). He continued a group of 
Governors was coming to Washington, D. C. , this weekend and the AG 
was wondering if there was anything in the air which could be construed 
as a threat or possible demonstration. The AG continued that five 
Governors had already turned such communications over to us and, while 
reportedly Senator Church had received such a letter, the AG did not 
know if he had turned the communication over to the FBI or just made 
it public. Mr. Kelley advised he did not have any details regarding this 
matter. 

I advised Mr. Kelley that I was aware several Government 
officials including at least four or five Governors had received communi- 
cations through the U. S. Mails. These communications consisted of an 
exact excerpt frcm a communication sent to Randolph Hearst by the 
alleged kidnapers of Patricia Hearst. The excerpt quoted was that 
section referring to the "niggers being hunted. " I told Mr. Kelley that 
these communications were all exactly alike and in view of the phraseology 
utilized we had sent them to New York where they had originated with the 
request that they be discussed with the U. S. Attorney to determine if 
there was any Federal violation involved. Insofar as Senator Church was 
concerned, I was aware he had received one of these communications but 
was n«t aware whether he had turned this matter over to us or whether 
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Insofar as threat; is concerned, it was 
these letters did not constitute a valid threat in t
